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/ESTERDAY  Morning  Major  Cuy- 
ler,  Flrft  Aid  de  Camp   to  General 
Sir  William  Howe,  arrived  from  Phi- 
ladelphia,   with   Difpatches   to   Lord 
George  Germain,  of  which  tlR  following  are 
Copies  and  Extri»Ss. 

Cotiy  of  a  Letter  from    General  Sir   ffil/iam 
Hciie  to  Lord  George  Germain,  dated  Head 
garters  German  'Ici<wn,   QSober  10,  1777- 
MY     LORD. 

IN  my  laft  Difpatch  of  the  30th  of  Aiiguft,  I 
had  the  Honor  to  advifc  your  Lordfhip  of  the 
Array  having  landed  on  the  Well  Side  of  Elk 
River,  and  of  its  being  afterwards  divided  into 
tivo  Columns  ;  One  under  the  Command  of  Lord 
Corriivallis  at  the  Head-  of  Elk,  and  the  other 
commanded  by  Lieutenant-General  Knyphaafen 
at  Cecil-Court-Hcufe  :  I  am  therefore  to  give 
vourLordlhip  arr  Account  of  the  Operations  from 
that  Period,  wherein  will  be  included  two  Ge- 
neral Aflions,  in  both  of  which  I  have  the  Satif- 
faction  to  premife  that  Succefs  has  attended  His 
Majelly's  Arms. 

On  the  3d  of  September  Major-Gencral  Grant 
with  Six  Battalions  remaining  at  the  Head  of  Elk 
to  preferve  the  Communication  with  the  Fleet,  the 
two  Columns  joined  at  Pencadder,  laying  Four 
IVIiles  to  the  Eaftward  of  Elk  on  the  Road  to 
Chriftien  Bridge.  In  this  Day's  March  the  Hef- 
fian  and  Anfpach  Chafleurs,  and  the  2d  Battalion 
of  Light  Infantry,  who  were  at  the  Head  of 
Lord  CcrnwaUis's  Column,  fell  in  with  a  chofen 
Corps  ef  One  Thoufand  Men  from  the  Enemy's 
Army,  advantageoudy  polled  in  theWoods,  vvhich 
they  defeated  with  the  Lofs  of  only  Two  Officers 
wounded.  Three  Men  killed,  aod  Nineteen 
wounded,  when  that  of  the  Enemy  was  not  lefs 
than  Fifty  killed,  and  many  more  wounded. 

On  the  6th  Major-General  Grant,  after  Cap- 
tain Duncan,  who  fuperintended  the  Naval  De- 
partment, had  dellroyed  fuch  VelTels  and  Stores 
ai  could  not  be  removed  from  the  Head  of  Elk, 
j«ined  the  Army. 

The  whole  marched  on  the  8th  by  Newark, 
and  encamped  that  Evening  in  the  Townlhip  of 
HokefTen,  upon  the  Road  leading  from  Newport 
to  Lancaller,  at  which  firft  Place  General  Walh- 
ington  had  taken  Poft,  having  his  Left  to  Chrif- 
tien  Creek,  and  his  Front  covered  by  Red  Clay 
Creek. 

The  Two  Armies  in  this  Situation  being  only 
Four  Miles  apart,  the  Enemy  moved  early  in 
the  Night  of  the  8th  by  the  Lancaller  Road  from 
Wilmington,  and  about  Ten  ©'Clock  next  Morn- 
ing crolfed  Brandywine  Creek  at  Chads  Ford, 
taking  Poft  on  the  Heights  on  the  Eaftern  Side  of 
it. 

On  the  9th  in  the  Afternoon  Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Knyphaufen  marched  with  the  Left  of  the 
Army  to  New  Garden  and  Kennet's  Square,  while 
Lord  Cornwallia  with  the  Right  moved  to  Hokcf- 
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fen's  Meeting   Houfe,  and    both  joined  the  next 
Morning  at  K£nnet"s  Square. 

On  the  nth  at  D.iy-break  the  Army  advanced 
in  Two  Columns ;  the  Right  commanded  by 
Lieutenant-General  Knyphaufen,  confiilitig  :of 
Four  Heffian  Battalions  under  Major-General 
Stern,  the  ift  and  2d  Brigades  of  Britilh,  Three 
battalions  of  the  71ft  Regiment,  the  Queen's 
'American  Rangers,  and  One  Squadron  of  tlie 
i6th  Dragoons  under  Major-General  Grant,  hav- 
ing with  them  Six  Medium  Twelve  Pounders, 
Four  Howitzers,  and  the  Light  Artillery  belong- 
ing to  the  Brigades.  1  liis  Column  took  the  di- 
rect Road  to  Chad's  Ford,  Seven  Miles  diftant 
from  Kennet's  Square,  and  arrived  in  Front  of 
the  Enemy  about  Ten  o'Clock,  Ikirmifhing  moft 
Part  of  the  March  with  their  advanced  Troops, 
in  which  the  Queen's  Rangers,  commanded  by 
Captain  Wemyfs  of  the  40th  Regim«a^,  dillifc- 
guiihed   themfelves   in   a  particular  IVIaTiner. 

The  other  Column  under  the  Command  of  Lotd 
Cornwallis,  Major-General  Grey,  Brigadier-Ge- 
nerals Mathew  and  Agnew,  conClling  of  the 
mounted  and  difmounted  ChafTeurs,  Two  Squl- 
drens  of  the  16th  Dragoons,  Two  Battalions  of 
Light  Infantry,  Two  Battalions  of  Britifh,  and 
Three  of  Heffian  Grenadiers,  Two  Battalions  6t 
Guards,  the  3d  and  4.th  Brigades,  with  Four  light 
Twelve  Pounders,  and  the  Artillery  of  the  Bri- 
gadeSv  marched  about  Twelve  Miles  to  the  Forks 
of  the  Brandywine,  crofied  the  firft  Branch  at 
Trimbles  Ford,  and  the  Second  at  feffery's  Ford, 
about  Two  o'clock  in  the  Afternoon,  taking  from 
thence  the  Road  to  Dilworth,  in  order  to  turn  the 
Enemy's  Right  at  Chad's  Ford. 

General  Walhingtcn,  having  Intelligence  of  this 
Movement  about  Noon,  detached  Gen.  Sullivan  to 
his  Right  with  near  Ten  Thoufand  Men,  who  took 
a  ilrong  Pofition  on  the  commanding  Ground  above 
Birmingham  Church,  with  his  Left  ne«r  to  the 
Brandywine,  both  Flanks  being  covered  by  very 
thick  Woods,  and  his  Artillery  advantageoully  dif- 
pofed. 

As  foon  as  this  was  obferved,  which  was  about 
Four  o'clock,  the  King's  Troops  advanced  in 
Three  Columns,  and  upon  approaching  the  Ene- 
my, formed  the  Line  with  the  Right  towards  the 
Brandywine ;  the  Guards  being  upon  the  Right, 
and  the  Britifli  Grenadiers  upon  their  Left,  fup- 
port«d  by  the  Heffian  Grenadiers  in  a  fecond  Line: 
To  the  Left  of  the  Center  were  the  two  Battalions 
of  Light  Infantry,  with  the  Heffian  and  Anfpach 
Chafleurs,  fupported  by  the  4th  Brigade — The  3d 
Brigade  formed  the  Referve. 

Lord  Cornwallis  having  formed  the  Line,  the 
Light  Infantry  and  Challeurs  began  the  Attack  ; 
the  Guards  and  Grenadiers  inllantly  advanced  from 
the  Right,  the  Whole  under  a  heavy  Fir^of  Ar- 
tillery and  Mufqueuy  ;  but  they  pufhed  on  with  an 
Impetuofity  not  to  be  fuftained  by  the  Enemy, 
who  falling  back  into  the  Woods  in  theif  Rear, 
the  King's  Troops  entered  with  them,  and  pur- 
fued  clolely  for  near  Two  Miles. 

After 


40«T  tUij  Sa-ice's  a  Part  of  the  Enemy'f^ight 
took  a  fecond  Pofition  in  a  Wood  abcrat  half  a 
Mile  from  Dilwoith,  from  whence  the  2d  Liglit 
Infantry  and  Chafleurs  foon  diflodgcd  them  ;  and 
from  this  Time  they  did  not  rally  again  in  Force 

The  in  Britifh  Grenadiers,  the  Hefliaa  Grena- 
diers and  Guards  having  in  the  Purfuitgtet  entangled 
in  very  thick  Woods,  were  no  further  engaged  du 
ling  the  Day. 

The  jd  Light  Infantry,  2d  Grenadiers,  and  4th 
Brigade,  moved  forward  a  Mile  beyond  Dilworth, 
where  they  attacked  a  Corps  of  the  Enemy  that 
lad  not  been  before  engaged,  and  were  llrongly 

Soiled  to  cover  the  Retreat  of  their  Army  by  the 
lOads  from  Chad's  Ford  to  CheKer  and  Wilming- 
ton ;  which  Corps  not  being  forced  until  after  it 
was  dark,  when  the  Troops  had  undergone  much 
Fatigue,  in  a  March  of  Seventeen  Miles,  befides 
what  they  fupported  fince  the  Commencement  of 
the  Attack,  the  Enemy's  Army  efcaped  a  total 
Overth,r#Vi  that  mull  have  been  the  Confequence 
of  an  Hour's  more  Day-light. 

The  3d  Brigade  was  not  brought  into  Aftion, 
but  kept  in  Referve  in  the  Rear  of  the  4th  Brigade, 
it  not  being  known  before  it  was  dark  how  far 
liieutenant-General  Knyphaufen's  Attack  had  fuc- 
ceeded  ;  nor  was  there  an  Opportunity  of  employ- 
ing the  Cavalry. 

Ueutenant-General  Knyphaufen,  as  had  been 
previoufly  concerted,  kept  the  Enemy  amufed  in 
the  Courfe  of  the  Day,  with  Cannon,  and  the  Ap- 
pearance of  forcing  the  Ford,  without  intending  to 
pafs  it,  until  the  Attack  upon  the  Enemy's  Right 
■  ftiould  take  Place  :  Accordingly  when  it  be^an, 
Wajor  General  Graait  croffed  the  Ford  with  the 
4th  and  5th  Regiments;  and  the  4th  Regiment 
paffing  firft,  forced  the  Enemy  from  an  En- 
trenchment and  Battery,  where  three  Brafs  Field 
Pieces  and  a  j  and  half  Inch  Howitzer  were  taken, 
that  had  been  placed  there  to  command  the  Fojd. 
The  Enemy  made  little  Stand  on  that  Side  after  the 
Work  was  carried,  when  the  Guards  appearing  on 
their  Right  Flank,  the  Retreat  became  general  ;  l»t 
Darknew  coming  on  before  Lieufenant-General 
Knyphaufep's  Corps  could  reach  the  Heights,  there 
was  no  further  Aflion  on  that  Side. 

From  the  moll  correft  Accounts,  I  conclude  the 
Strength  of  the  Enemy's  Army  oppofed  to  Lieute- 
nant-General  Knyphaufen  and  Lord  Cornwallis,  was 
nor  lefs  than  Fifteen  Thoufand  Men,  a  Part  of 
which  retired  to  Chcfler,  and  remained  there  that 
JJight ;  but  the  greater  Body  did  not  flop  until 
they  reached  Philadelphia.  Their  Lofs  was  con- 
liderable  in  Officers  killed  and  wonndeo  ;  and  they 
Jiad  about  Three  Hundred  Men  killed,  Six  Hundred 
wounded,  anJ  near  Four  Hundred  made  Pri- 
foners. 

The  Lofs  on  the  Side  of  His  Majefly's  Troops, 
and  the  Ordnance,  Ammunition,  and  Stores  taken 
from  the  Enemy,  will  appear  in  the  inclofed  Re- 
turns, N°  I.  and  2. 

The  Army  laid  this  Night  on  the  Field  of  Battle, 
and  on  the  12th  Major  General  Grant,  with  the  ill 
and  zd  Brigades  marched  £0  Concord.  Lord  Corn- 
wallis, with  the  Light  Infantry  and  Britifh  Grena- 
diers, joined  him  next  Day,  and  proceeded  to  Aih 
Town  within  Five  Miles  of  Chefter. 

On  the  fame  Day  (the  I3^th)  the  71  ft  Regiment 
was  detached  to  Wilmington,  where  the  Enemy  had 
thrown  up  Works,  both  to  the  Land  and  to  the 
River,  with  Seven  Pieces  of  Cannon  in  the  latter; 
but  thefe  Works  being  «vacuatcJ,  Majnr  M'Doncll 
took  PofTefTion  of  the  Place  wiiliout  Oppofition,  and 
made  Mr.  M'Kinley,  the  new-appointed  'Prelident 
of  the  Lower  Counties  on  Delawnre,  his  Prifoner. 

On   the    14th,    Lieutenant-Colonel    Loos,  with 
the  combined   Battalion   of  Rhall's    Brigade,  cf    , 
corted    the  Wounded   and  Sick    to  Wilmington, 
-whither  the  E-ittalion  of  Mirbach  tfcis   lent  Two 
Days  afterwards  to  join  him. 


The  Army  movpjj  in  Two  Colusins  to  wrdi 
Golhcft  0!i  the  i  6ih  ;  and  Intelligence  being  re- 
ceived upon  the  March,  that  the  Enemy  was  ad- 
vancing npim  the  LaTicailer  Road,  and  were  within 
Five  N'liles  of  Goflicn,  ic  was  immediately  deter- 
mined to  pu(h  forward  the  Two  Columns  and 
attack  thcni.  Lc-rd  Cornwa'lis  to  take  his  Route 
by  Gofhen  Mceting-hcule,  and  LieuteDaiU-Geoe- 
ral  Knyphauleu  by-the  Road  to  Downing-Town. 

The  two  Divi.icns  pr>j<:eeded  on  their  Maich, 
but  a  nu)Il  violent  Fall  of  Rain  fetting  in,  and 
continuing  the  uhole  Day  and  Night  without  In- 
termiiiion,  made  the  intended  Attack  impradli- 
cable. 

The  ifl'Llnht  Infrtntry,  at  the  Head  of  Lorcl 
Cornwallij's  ColDinn,  nuxting  with  a  I'arr  of  the 
Enemy's  advanced  Gu.ud,  about  a  Mile  beyond 
Goflien,  defeased  rhe.m,  killing  Twelve,  and 
wounding  more,   without  the  Lofs  of  a  Man. 

Nearly  at  the  fame  Tin:e  the  Chaffeurs  in  Front 
of  Lieutenf>*w- General  Knyphaufen's  Column  fell 
in  with  another  Party,  of  which  they  killed  an 
Officer  and  Fi\e  Men,  and  took  Four  Ofliceis 
Prifoners,  with  the  Lofs  of  Three  Men  wounded. 

The  Enemy  being  thus  appiized  of  the  Ap- 
proach of  the  Army,  marched  with  the  utmoll 
Precipitation  the  wiiule  Night  of  the  i6ih,  and 
got  in  the  Morning  to  the  Yellow  Springs,  having, 
as  is  fince  known,  all  their  fmall  Ammunition 
damaged  by  the  cxcefli.'o  Rain  . 

In  the  Evening  of  the  17th  Lord  Cornwallis 
advanced  to  the  Lancatlcr  Road,  and  took  Pull 
about  Two  Miles  diAant  from  Lieutenant-General 
Knyphaufen. 

■]  he  Army  joined  in  the  LancaRer  Road  at  the 
Whrte-Horie  rn  the  jSth,  and  marched  to  Tru- 
duffrin,  from  whence  a  Detachment  of  Light  In- 
far\try  was  immcdiutdy  i'ent  to  the  Valley  Emerge 
upon  Schcyiivil!,  fthere  the-  Enemy  l\.:d  a  Va- 
riety of  Stores,  and  a  confidciable  Magazine 
of  flour.  The  ill  Ba;t.i!:on  of  Light  Infantry 
and  the  Bri,:ilh  G:t'riajicrs  took  Poll  there 
nc.-ct  Day,  and  were  joined  on  the  2ith  by  the 
Gu.ards. 

The  Enemy  crr,{ii;d  t^ie  Schuylkill  en  the  iSth, 
abcve  French  Crtck,  ar.d  cncamj-cd  upon  the 
River,  on  cch  Side  of  Pe.hycniy'  Cieek,  having 
detachtd  'liocps  10  all  the  fords  of  Schuylkill, 
with  Cannon  at  Suedes  F*rd  and  the  F'ords 
below  it. 

Upon  Intelligence  th.at  General  Wayne  was  lying 
in  the  V/oods  with  a  Corps  of  Fifteen  Hundred 
Men,  and  Four  Piccts  of  Cannon,  about  Thite 
Miles  didant,  and  in  the  Rear  of  the  Left  Wing  of 
the  Airny,  Major  Gei.cral  Grey  was  detached  rti 
the  20til  late  at  Night,  vviih  the  2d  Light  Infantry, 
the  4  2d  and  44th  Reguncnts,  to  furprize  this  Corps.. 
The  mofl  effectual  Precaution  baring  taken  by  the 
General  to  prevent  his  Detachinent  from  firing,  he 
gained  the  Enemy's  Lf  ft  about  One  o'Clock  ;  and 
having,  by  the  Bayonet  only,  forced  their  Out  Sen- 
tries and  Pickets,  he  nilfi'.-d  in  upon  their  Encamp- 
ment, dirciIK'd  by  the  Light  of  their  Fires,  killed  and 
wounded  not  lelsihan  Three  Hundred  on  the  Spot, 
taking  between  Seventy  and  Eighty  i'rifoners,  inclu- 
ding feveral  Olficcrs,  the  greater  Part  of  their  Arms, 
and  Eight  V^■aggon9  loaded  with  Baggaj^e  and  Stores. 
Upon  the  ftrfl  .\]  urn,  the  Cannon  were  carried  off, 
and  the  Darhnefi  of  the  Niglit  only  faved  the  Re- 
mainder of  ilie  Corps.  One  C;;:pt,iin  of  Light  In- 
fantjy  and  Thue  Men  were  knled  i(i  the  Attack, 
and  Four  Men  \tounded.  Galla.':try  in  the  Troops, 
and  good  V..'onducl  in  the  General,  were  ftilly  ma- 
nifclled  upon  this  critical  Service. 

On  the  21II  the  .-Xicay  moved  by  Valley  Forge, 
and  encamped  upoji  the  Barks  d  Schuylkill,  ex- 
tending from  Fat  Land  Ford  ^  French  Creek. 
'Fhe  Enemy  upon  thi»Movcmcnt  quitted  their  Pofi- 
tion, and  marched  to'.ards  PctTgrove  i*  tlie  Even- 
ing of  this  D^y. 


Oi.  the  zzi  tb*  Gtenadters  and  l^%t  Infantry  of 
U.e  Guards  croiTed  ov^  in  the  Afternoon  at  Fat 
J. and  tord,  to  take  Port,  and  the  Chafleors  crofliiig 
-  icon  after  at  Gordon's  Ford,  oppofue  to  ilie  Left 
of  the  Line,  took  Poll  there  alio.  The  Army  wa? 
put  in  Motion  at  Midnight.  The  \'ftnguard  being 
led  by  Lord  Cornivalli?,  and  the  Whole  crofled  the 
River  at  Fat  Land  Ford  *ithoiit  Oppofition.  Major 
General  Grant,  who  commanded  the  Rear  Guard 
with  the  Baggage,  palled  the  River  before  Two 
o'clock  in  the  Afternoon,  and  the  Arniy  encamped 
on  the  zjd,  with  it's  Left  to  the  Schuylkill,  and 
the  Right  upon  Aie  Moriatomy  Road,  havitag  Stony 
Run  in  Front.  The  Second  Battalion  of  Light  In- 
fantry was  detached  to  Swedes  Ford,  wliich  a  rm.ill 
Party  of  the  Fnemy  quitted  immediately,  leaving 
Six  Pieces  of  Iron  Cannon  behind  them. 

On  the  25th  the  Army  marclrtd  in  Two  Columns 
to  German  Town  ;  and  Lord  Cornwalli!,  with  the 
^ritl/h  Grenadiers,  and  Two  Battalions  of  f  kffir.n 
Grenadiers,  took  Poffcflion  of  Philadelphia  the  next 
Morning. 

In  the  Evening  of  the  26th  Three  Batteries  for 
Six  Medium  Twelve  Pounders  and  Four  Huwitzers 
were  begun  at  Philadelphia,  to  aiS  againft  the  Ene- 
my's Shipping  and  Graft  that  might  approach  the 
Town,  i  hele  Batteries  were  unfinifhed  on  the  27th, 
when  Two  Frigates,  a  Number  of  Gallies,  Gon- 
dolas, and  other  armed  VefTels,  came  up  from  Mud 
ifland,  and  attacked  the  Lower  Battery  of  Two 
Guns  and  Two  Howitzers.  The  largeft  Frigate 
c.illed  the  Delaware,  mounting  Thirty  Guns,  an- 
chored within  Five  Hundred  Yards  of  the  Battery, 
>.  ;  and  the  other  Frigate  fomewhai  more  diftaat ;  the 
Gallies,  Gondolas,  and  other  VelTeis  taking  their 
:  refpeflive  Stations  as.  they  could  bring  their  Guns 
to  bear.  .About  Ten  in  the  Morning  they  began  a 
heavy  Cannonade 'upon  the  Town  as  well  as  the 
Battery,  tut  the  Tide  fnllnig  the  Delaware  ground- 
ed J  upon  which  the  Four  Battalion  Guns  of  the 
Grer.aaiers  being  brought  to  bear  upon  her  to  the 
greatell  Advantage,  they  did  fuch  Execution  in  a 
Ihort  T'me,  that  Ihe  ffruck  her  Colours,  and  wai 
taken  PtiTi  .ion  ol  by  the  Marine  Company  of  Gre- 
nadiers Lunimandifd  by  Captaia  Avenie. 

Brigadier-General  Cleveland,  who  attended  the 
Batteries  in  Perfon,  feeing  the  Efi'eft  of  the  Batta- 
lion Guns  upon  the  Delaware,  turned  th£  Direc- 
\  tion  oi  his  Fire  to  the  fmailer  Frigate  ana  armed 
^'efftls,  which  forced  all  of  them,  excepting  a 
Sthconer  that  was  dilabled  and  driven  on  Shore,  to 
return  to  theif!former  Situation,  under  the  Protcflion 
of  the  Fort,  where  there  wt  re  Two  floating  Baite- 
ries  in  the  Manner  of  Hulks,  of  conliderable 
Strength,  with  T  hree  Ranges  of  fiinken  Machine.s, 
which  they  term  Chevaax  rie  Prize,  to  obllrurt  the 
Pafiage  of  the  River,  the  lowefl  Row  being  Three 
Miles  below  the  Fort. 

The  Enemy  had  a  Redoubt  upon  the  Jerfev  Shore, 
at  a  Place  called  Billing's  Point,  with  heavy  Guns 
in  it  to  prevent  thefe  Machines  from  being  weighed 
up. 

Upon  the  Reprefentation  of  Captain  Hammond, 
corr.manding-  His  Majefty's  Ship  Roebuck,  who 
was  lying  off  Cheiler  with  feme  other  Ships  of  War, 
that  the  Poiliflion  of  Billing's  Point  would  give  him 
the  lower  Cheiau.x  de  Frize,  the  loth  and  4zd  Re- 
^ments  were  detached  on  the  29th,  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Stirling.  This  De- 
uchment  eroding  the  ftiver  next  Day"  from  Cheiler, 
took  PofleflioB  on  the  ill  of  Oftober  of  the  Enemy's 
V.'orks  at  the  Point,  which  Three  Hundred  Men 
petted  xhere  evacuated,  after  fpiking  the  Guns  and 
burning  the  Barracks.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Stirling 
puriued  them  about  T*o  ^f^es,  but  to  little  Pur- 
pnfe,  as -ihey  retired  with  the  utmoU:  Precipitation. 
Capuin  Hammond  immediately  opened  ths  Navrga- 
tion  at  that  Place,  by  removing  a  Paj-t  of  th:  Che- 
a.ajkdc  frize. 


On  the  3d  th'e  Regiment  of  Royal  Welch  Fuzi- 
leers  was  detached  to  Philadelphia,  with  Orders  to 
proceed  next  Day  to  Chefter,  where  they  were  to 
be  joined  by  the  loth  and  421!  Regiments  on  their 
Return  from  Jerfey,  and  to  form  an  Efcort  for  a 
Convoy  of  Provifions  to  the  Army. 

The  Enemy  having  received  a  Reinforcement  of 
Fi'"tecn  Hundred  Men  from  Peek's  Kill,  OneThou- 
fand  from  ^'irginia,  an.-j  prcfuming  upOli  the  Army 
being  much  weakened  by  the  Detachii.ti.ts  to  Phi- 
ladelphia and  jerfey,  thought  it  a  favorable  Time 
for  them  to  r:^  r.n  Adlion.  They  .vcordingly 
marched  at  Six  o'Clock  in  the  Evening  of  the  3d, 
from  tl'.cir  Camp  near  Skippach  Cieek,  about  Six- 
teen Miles  from  Gtrm.iin  Towli. 

This  \'illagc  forms  or,e  coi.tinucd  Street  For  Two 
Miles,  which  the  Line  of  L  -.mpmcnt,  in  the  Pd- 
fiticn  the  Army  then  cccupicJ,  c'-ofHid  at  Right 
Angles  near  a  iWile  from  the  Head  cf  it,  where  the 
2d  BattLilion  of  Light  Infantry  and  the  40th  Regi- 
ment were  poP.ed 

In  this  Lire  of  Enc-.-..Tpment  Lieutenr.nt-General 
Knyphaufen,  Major-(Jcneji!s  Sriin  and  Grey,  Bri- 
gadier General  Agnew,  with  Seven  Biitiih  and 
Three  Heffian  Battalions,  the  mounted  and  dif- 
,  mounted  Chafleurs,  were  upon  the  Left  of  the  Vil- 
lage extending  to  the  Schuylkill,  the  ChafTeurs  be- 
ing in  Front. 

Major-Generil  Grant  and  Brigadier- General  ^fa- 
thew,  with  the  Corps  of  Guards,  Six  Battalions , of 
.Britilh,  and  Two  Squadrons  of  Dragsjons,  we're 
upon  the  Right  ;  the  ill  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry, 
and  the  Queen's  American  Rangflrs,  were  advanced 
in  the  Front  of  this  Wing. 

At  Three  o'Clock  in  the  Morning  of  the  4th  th» 
Patrols  difcovered  the  Enemy's  Approach,  and  upon 
the  Communication  of  this  Intelligence  tke  Arniy 
was  immediately  ordered  under  -Arms. 

Soon  after  the  Break  of  Day  the  Enemy  began 
their  Attack  upon  the  2d  Light  Infantry,  which  they 
fjflained  for  a  confiderable  Time,  fupported  by  the 
4Cth  Regiment ;  bat  at  length  being  overpowered 
by  increaling  Numbers,  the  Light  "infantry  and  a 
Part  of  the  40th  retired  into  the  Village,  when  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Mufgrave,  with  fix  Companies  of 
the  latter  Corps,  threw  himfclf  into  a  large  Sto»e 
Houfe  in  the  face  of  the  Enemy,  which,  though 
furrounded  by  a  Brigade,  and  attacked  by  Four 
Pieces  of  Cannon,  he  moll  gallantly  defended,  until 
Major-General  Grey,  at  the  Head'  of  Three  Batta- 
lions of  the  3d  Brigade,  turni.ng  his  Front  to  the 
\'illage,  ar,d  Brigadier- Geneial  Agnew,  who  co- 
vered Major-General  Grey's  Left  with  the  4th  Bri- 
gade,  by  a  vigorous  Attack  repulfed  the  Enemy  th^t 
had  per.etrateJ  into  the  upper  Part  of  the  \  ilJage, 
w-hich  v.'as  done  v.ith  great  Slaughter;  The  5th  and 
55th  Regiments,  fror.i  the  Right,  engaging  them 
at  the  fame  Time  on  the  other  Side  of  the  Viilarre, 
completed  the  Defeat  of  the  Enemy  in  this  Quarter. 

The  Regiments  of  Du  Corps  and  Donop  being 
fo;rr.ed  to  lupport  the  Left  of  the  4th  Bri<T.-ide,  and 
One  Battalion  of  Heffian  Grenadiers  in  the  Rear  of 
the  Chafleurs,  were  not  engaged;  the  precipitate 
1  light  of  the  Enemy  prf.entir.g  the  Two  firft  Corps 
from  entering  into  Aflion,  and  the  Succefs  of  the 
Chalfeurs,  in  repelling  all  Efforts  againft  them  on 
that  Side,  did  not  call  for  the  Support  of  the  latter. 
The  id  Light  Infantry,  and  Pickets  of  the  Line 
in  Front  of  the  Right  Wing,  were  engaged  foon 
after  the  Attack  began  upon  the  Head  of  the  Vil- 
lage ;  the  Pickets  were  obliged  to  fall  back,  but 
the  Light  Infantry,  being  well  fupported  by  the 
41I1  Regiment,  fullainsd  the  Enemy's  Attack  with 
luch  determired  Bravery,  that  they  could  not  make 
the  'eaft  Impreffion  on  them. 

Two  Columns  of  the  Enemy  were  Oppofite  to  the 
Guards,  2,-th  :;nd  28th  Fegiinents,  who  formed 
the  Right  of  tUe  Line. 

Major* 
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Major-General  Grant,  who  was  upon  the  Right, 
moved  up  the  49th  Regiment  with  Four-Pieces  of- 
Cannon  to  the  Left  of  the  <)th  Regiment,  about  tlie 
Tioie  Major-General  Grey  had  force^,  the  Eiieiny 
in  the  Village,  and  then  advancing  jjj-^iftMtie  Right 
Wing,  the  Enemy's  Left  gave  Way,  ai'j'was  pur- 
fued  through  a  ftrong  Country  between  Four  and 
Five  Miles. 

Lord  Cornwallis,  being  early  apprized  at  Phila- 
delphia of  the  Enemy's  Approach,  put  in  i\'Iotion 
the  Two  Battalions  of  Biitilh  and  One  of  the  HeHian 
Grenadiers,  with  a  Squadron  of  Dragoons  j  arid  his 
Lordfhip  getting  to  GernianTown  jult  as  tlie  Fneniy 
*  had  been  forced  out  of  the  Village,  he  joined  Ma- 
jor-General Gr^,  when  placing  hirafelf  at  the 
Head  of  the  Troops  he  followed  the  Enemy  Eight 
Miles  on  the  Skippach  Road,  but  fuch  was  the  Ex- 
pedition with  which  they  fled,  he  was  not  able  to 
overtake  them.  _  ■ .:, 

The  Grenadiers  from  Philadelphia, ^^fey  full  of 
Ardor,  had  run  moft  of  the  Way  to  G'&gl\Town, 
could  not  arrive  in  Time  to  join  in  the  Aiflion. 

The  Country  in  general  was  fo  ftroiigly  enclofed 
and  covered  with  Wood,  that  the  Dragoons  had  not 
any  Opening  to  charge,  excepting  a  Imall  Party  on 
the  Right,  which  behaved  moft  gallantly. 

The  Enemy  retired  near  Twenty  Miles  by  feveral 
Roads  10  Ferkiomy  Creek,  and  are  now  encamped 
upon  Skippach  Creek,-  about  Eighteen  Miles  diilant 
from  hence. 

They  faved  all  their  Cannon  by  withdrawing 
them  early  in  the  Day. 

By  the  beft  Accounts,  their  Lofs  was  between 
Two  and  Three  Hundred  killed,  about  Six  Hundred 
wounded,  and  upwards  of  Four  Hundred  taken. 
Among  the  Killed  was  General  Naih,  with  many 
other  Officers  of  all  Ranks,  and  Fifry-four  Officers 
among  the  Prifoners. 

Since  the  Battle  of  Brandy-wine  Seventy-two  of 
tlieir  Officers  have  been  taken,  exclufive  of  Ten 
belonging  to  the  Delaware  Frigate. 

Your  Lordfhip  will  fee  the  Lofs  on  the  Fait  of 
the  King's  Army  in  Return  N°  3,  and  among  the 
Killed  will  be  found  the  Names  of  Brigadier- 
General  Agnevv  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Bird  of 
the  i;th  Regiment,  both  of  whom  are  much  to  be 
lamented  as  Officers  of  Experience  and  approved 
Merit. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Walcot  of  the  5th  Regiment 
is  among  the  Wounded,  but  I  have  the  Satisfac- 
tion to  report  that  he  is  now  in  a  fair  Way  of  Re- 
covery, though  at  firft  his  Wound  was  thpught  mor- 
tal. His  Behaviour  on  this  Occafion  refledls  upon 
him  infinite  Honor. 

In  thefe  feveral  Engagements,  the  Sacceffes  at- 
tending them  are  far  better  Vouchers  than  any 
Words  can  convey  of  the  good  Conduft  of  the 
General  Officers,  and  of  the  Bravery  of  the  other 
Officers  and  Soldiers.  The  Fatigues  of  a  March 
exceeding  One  Hundred  Miles,  fupported  with  the 
utmoft  Chearfult^|fs  by  all  Ranks,  without  Tents, 
and  with  very  little  Baggage,  will,  1  hope,  be 
efteemed  as  convincing  Proofs  of  the  noble  Spirit 
and  Emulation  prevailing  in  the  Army  to  promote 
His  Majefty's  Service. 

Major  Cuyler,  my  Firft  Aid  de  Camp,  will  have 
the  Honor  to  deliver  my  Difpatches,  and  I  flatter 
jnyfelf  is  well  informed  to  anfwer  your  Lordihip's 
further  Enquiries.

IN  the  lall  Letter  which  I  had  the  Honour  of 
writing  to  your  Excellency  of  the  6th  of  this 
Month,  1  mentioned  my  Intention  qf'making  an 
IncurCon  into  Jerfey  ;  the  Objeftof  vyhVH'w'as  to 
make  a  fmall  Diverfion  in  Favor  of  botli'Armies, 
at  what,  I  fuppofed,  a  critical  Time  ;  ht  -ng 
learnt  by  Rebel  Accounts  that  you  had  lanA''^[,\a 
Elk  River.  "  " 

My  principal  Motive  was,  if  poflible,  to  attempt 
a  Stroke  againft  any  detach.-d  Corps  of  theEneniy, 
if  one  offered,  or,  if  rot,  to  collefi  a  coiifiderable 
Number  of  Cattle,  which  would  at  the  fime  Time 
prove  a  feafonable  Refrt/hment  to  the  Troops, 
and  deprive  the  Enemy  of  Refources  which  I  un-

bit  th  !t  he  and  LieuteMant-Col.jnel  Allan,  and 
their  Battalions,  with  a  few  of  L'iu.-ence's  that  had 
jaitied  them,  had  taktn  Polf'iTnn  of  fome  Woiks 
formerly  th.own  up  by  the  R.bds  n-ar  Prixci 
Bay,  where  theylhould  ./e  able  to  defend  theiri- 
felvcs  until  fu^porte.i,  or  that  Bouts  Ihould  arr.vc 
to  cvry  them  off.  This  llrer.gthening  nie  in  my 
former  Reioiution,  1  advanced  on  the  Footilcps  of 
the  Enemy,  and  proceeded  without  the  IcailJntci- 
ruption  to  the  Village  of  Richmond,  where  I  was 
o'jliged  to  halt  to  bring  up  the  Rear,  and  to  lo 
frcfh  the  Troops  vv ho  weie  even  at  this  Time  very 
much  fa  igued  ficni  exceflive  Keat.  Fro.-n  this 
Place  Briga'Jiur-Gencril  Skinner  was  diricted  t« 
K.nd  repeated  ExprefTes  to  inform  Colonel  Doi.gim 
of  my  Approach,  and  deiring  him  to  cndcuvu   a 

Junilion. 


Jutiflion.  I  had  proceeJeJ  but  a  fhort  Way  beyonJ 
Kicnmond,  when  I  was  informed  that  die  Rebels  had 
reached  the  Old  Blazing  Star,  and  were  ufing  the 
greaiell  Di  igence  in  tranl'porring  their  Troops  to  the 
Jerfey  Shore.  At  this  very  Inllant  an  Officer  arrived 
from  Colonel  Dongan,  that  he  was  a  little  more  than 
at  a  Milt's  Dillance  on  his  Way  to  join  me  ;  where- 
upon I  fent  him  Orders  to  turn  towards  the  Enemy, 
and  to  attack  whatever  Body  he  could  come  up 
with,  and  i  was  following  with  all  Expedition, 
and  wculd  immeriiately  fupport  him.  He  obeyed 
my  Orders  with  Spirit,  Bravery  and  Refolution, 
and  engaged  their  Rear  for  near  Half  an  Hour, 
when  the  jzd  Regiment  coming  up,  exchang  ng 
fome  Shotf,  and  moving  to  take  them  in  Flank, 
and  the  Cannon  having  by  this  Time  begun  to  play 
upon  their  Boats,  about  150  furrendered  themfelves 
Prifoners  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Camplx'll  of  the 
5 2d  Regiment,  and  the  Remainder  of  nearly  the 
lame  Number  retreated  towards  the  Extremity  of 
the  llland  oppofite  Amboy,  of  which  laft  Num- 
ber 1  have  fince  learned  was  Brigadier-General 
de  Bore  ;  and  Reports  render  it  Hill  doubtful  whe 
ther  he  has  as  yet  made  his  Efcape  from  off  the 
Ifland  :  However,  the  Troops  were  by  this  Time 
fo  much  fatigued  that  I  found  it  altogether  impolFi- 
ble  to  purfue  them  ;  and  I  fear  the  greater  Part, 
if  not  the  Whole,  found  Means  to  crofs  over  near 
Amboy. 

The  Troops  lay  for  that  Night  under  Arms,  and 
this  Morning  I  detached  the  greater  Part  of  Gene- 
ral Skinner's  Brigade  towards  Amboy,  and  pro- 
ceeded with  the  Regular  Troops  on  my  Return 
A  Patty  v.as  this  Day  alio  ordered  to  bring  off  the 
Enemy's  Boats  under  the  Cover  of  a  Piece  of  Can- 
non, which  was  efrcftej  without  any  Lofs. 

I  mull  not  forget  to  mention  that  Colonel  Buf- 
kirk's  Battalion  was  early  in  the  Day  ordered  to 
attack  a  Party  left  to  cover  the  Enemy's  Boats, 
which  they  did  with  Charge  of  Bayonet,  and 
obliged  to  retreat  to  the  jerfey  Shore. 

By  Prifoners  Reports,  and  from  an  inclofed  Or- 
der found  in  General  SnialKvo'-id's  Major  of  Bri- 
gade's Pocket,  who  was  killed,  it  appears,  that 
this  Attack  was  carried  on  by  feleft  and  chol'en 
Troops,  and  formed  from  Three  Brigades. — Sul'i 
van's,  Smidl wood's,  and  De  Bore's,  and  headed 
by  their  refpefllve  Generals,  befides  Drayton's  and 
Ogden's  Battalions.  We  have  taken  in  all  Zjg 
Prifoners,  among  whom  are  i  l-ieutenan:-Colonel, 
3  Majors,  2  Captains,  and  15  Inferior  Officers. 
Theix-  Lofs  in  Killed  cannot  be  afcertained,  but  mufl 
have  been  confid(;r.'ible. 

I  cannot  do  too  much  Juftice  to  the  Bravery  and 
Spirit  of  the  Troops.  Both  Otlicers  and  I\lcn 
fcemed  only  anxious  to  engage,  and  emulous  uho 
iliould  be  foremoft  in  the  Race  of  Glory.  And  I 
mufl  add,  that  the  fcveral  Commaiiding  Officers  did 
Jutlice  to  the  Ardour  of  their  Troops,  which  they 
knew  to  temper  with  Judgment  and  Condiift.  For 
further  Particulars  I  refer  you  to  Biigode  M:ijor 
Campbell,  who  v/as  prefent  at  the  whole  Affair, 
and  charged  with  the  Delivery  of  this.

SIR, 

IN  the  laft  Letter  which  1  had  the  Honour  to  write 
to  your  Excellency,  I  mentioned   my  Intention, 
with  the  fmall  Force   that  could  be  fp.ircd  from  the] 
important  Poll  you  had  left  under  my  Command,    to  I 
make   an  Attack  upon  Forts  Clinton,  iVlon-gomery,  I 
&c   Your  Excellency  recollcfts  the  Situation  of  thefe 
Forts  that  tJicy  arc  fefc.'aied,  by  u  Creek   v,  hichj 


comes  from  the  Mountains,  and  communicate  with 
each  other  by  a  Bridge. 

In  my  Opinion,  the  only  Way  of  elFefling  it  was 
by  a  Coup  de  Main  in  the  unguarded  State  they  then 
were.  The  Commodore  and  1  liaving  made  our 
Arrangements,  and  every  proper  Jealou'y  having 
been  given  for  every  Objeft  but  the  real  one,  the 
little  Army,  confilling  of  about  3000  Men,  arrived 
off  Verplancks  Point,  preceded  by  the  Gallies  un. 
der  the  Command  of  Sir  [ames  Wallace.  On  our 
Appearnce  the  Enemy  nti.ed  without  firing  a  Shotj 
leaving  a  Twelve  Pounder  behind  them  ;  and  iiir 
James  moved  up  to  Peaks  Kill  Neck  to  mafk  \mL 
only  Communication  they  had  acrofs  the  River  ott 
this  Side  of  the  Highlands. 

At  Day-brealc  on  the  6th  the  *  Troops  difem- 
barked  at  Stoney  Point.  The  Avant  Garde  of  500 
Regulars  and  400  Provincials  co.Timanded  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Campbell,  with  Colonel  Robinfon 
of  the  Provincials  under  him,  b^^gan  its  March  to 
occupy  the  Pafs  of  Thunder  Hill.  This  Avant 
Garde,  after  jt  had  pafTed  that  Mountain,  was  to 
proceed  by  a  Detour  of  Seven  Miles  round  the 
Hill,  and  debouchee  in  the  Rear  of  Fort  Mont- 
gomery, while  General  Vaughan  with  i  200 -f- Men, 
was  to  continue  his  March  towards  Fort  Clinton, 
covering  the  Corps  under  Lieutenant  -  Colonel 
Campbell,  and  aportee  to  co-operate,  by  attack- 
ing Fott  Clinton,  or  in  Cafe  of  Misfortune  to  fa- 
vour the  Retreat.  Major-GeneraF  Tryon  with  the 
Remainder,  being  the  Rear  X  Guard,  to  leave  a  Bat- 
talion at  the  Pafs  of  Thunder  Hill,  to  open  our 
Com  runication  with  the  Fleet. 

Your  Excellency  recolledling  the  many,  and,  I 
may  fay,  extraordinary  Dlfficalties  of  this  March 
o>er  the  Mountains,  every  natural  Obflraflion,  and 
ail  that  Art  could  invent  to  add  to  them,  will  not 
be  furprifed  that  the  Corps,  intended  to  attack  Fort 
Montgomery  in  the  Rear,  could  not  get  to  its 
Ground  before  Five  o'clock  ;  about  which  Tinre  I 
ordered  General  Vaughan's  Corps,  aportee,  to  begin 
the  Attack  on  Fort  Clinton,  to  pufh,  if  poffible,  and 
diflodge  the  Eni  my  from  their  advanced  Station 
behind  a  Stone  Breall  Work,  having  in  Front,  for 
Half  a  Mile,  a  molt  impenetrable  Abbatis.  This 
the  General,  by  his  good  Difpofition,  obliged  the 
Enemy  to  quit,  though  fopported  by  Cannon,  got 
Poircilion  of  the  Wall,  and  there  waited  the  Motion 
of  the  co-operating  Troops,  when  I  joined  him,  and 
ft'on  afterwards  heard  Lieutenant-Colonel  Camp- 
bell begin  his  Attack.  I  chofe  to  v.ait  a  favourab'e 
Moment  before  I  orderod  the  Attack  on  the  Side  of 
Fort  Clloton  ;  which  was  a  circular  Height,  de- 
fended by  a  Line  for  Mufquetty,  with  a  Barbet  Bat- 
tery in  the  Centre  cf  Three  Guns,  and  fianked  by 
Two  Redoubts.  The  Approaches  to  it,  through  a 
continued  Abbatis  of  400  Yards,  defenfive  every 
Inch,  a.'id  expofcd  to  the  Fire  of  Ten  Pieces  of  Can- 
noa.  As  the  Night  was  approaching,  I  determined- 
to  fcizc  the  firll  favourable  Inllant.  A  bri&  Attack 
on  the  Montgomery  Side  ;  the  Gallies  with  their 
Oais  approaching,  firing,  and  even  Itriking  the 
Fo.rt  ;  the  Men  of  War  that  Moment  appearing, 
croudiug  all  Sail  to  fuppnrc  us  ;  the  extreme  Ardour 
of  the  1  roops,.  in  fhort,  ajl  determined  me  to  order 
the  Attack  ;  Gener^il  Vaughan's  fpirired  Behaviour 
and  good  Conduiit  did  the  Rtfl.  Having  no  Time 
to  lofc,  I  particularly  ordered  that  not  a  Shot  .Qiruld 
be  fired;  in  this  1  was  11  ritlly  obeyed,  and  both  Re- 
doubts, &c.  were  Aormed.  General  TVyon  advanced- 
with  one  Battalion  to  fupport  General  Vaughan,  in

I  have  the  Honor  'O  ferd  your  Excellency  a  Return 
of  the  Cannon,  Stores  Sec.  t^ken.  That  of  Stores 
is  viry  confiderable,  this  being  I  believe  their  I'rin. 
cipal  Magazine. 

The  Commodore  has  affirted  me  with  his  Advice, 
and  evL-ry  Effort.  We  fent  a  j  lint  Summons  to  Fort 
Conlhtution,  but  oor  Flag  nieeiing  with  an  infolent 
Kception,  unknown  in  any  War,  we  de  ermined  to 
chalhze,  and  therefore  an  Embarkation  under  iV.ajor 
General  Tryon,  and  Sir  James  Walhice,  with  the 
Galires,  was  ordered.  They  found  the  Fort  eva- 
cuated in  the  greatcft  Contufion,  th.ir  Storehoufes 
b  rnt,  but  their  Cannon  were  left  unfpikod.  '1  he 
Commodore  immediately  ordered  Sir  James  Wallace 
up  the  River,  and  if  it  fhould  be  poliible  to  find  a 
Pafla^e  through  the  Chevaux  de  Frifc,  between  Poly- 
pus lUand  and  the  Main,  he  may  proUably  do  moil 
effential  Service. 

In  Julfice  to  Captain  Pownal,  who  commanded 
the  Flat  Be)ats,  and  the  Ofiicers  under  him,  I  mull 
mention  to  your  Excellency  that  tliat  Srvice  could 
not  have  been  more  z-alifully  or  punftually  attended 
to.

THE  Enemy  havint;  entrenched  about  Eight 
Hundred  Men  at  Red  Bank,  upon  the  Jerley 
£hore,  fo  ne little  Dilbince  atove  FoTt  Uland,  Colonel 
Donop,  with  Three  Cat^illons  of  HelTian  Grenadiers, 
th^  Regiment  of  Mirback,  and  the  Infanfy,  Chaf- 
feurs,  c  olTed  the  Delaware  on  the  2illlnlhnt  to 
Cooper's  Ferrv,  oppofice  to  this  Town,  with  Di'er- 
tions  to  proceed  to  tne  Ait  ick  of  that  I'oft.  I  he  De- 
tachment marched  a  Part  of  the  Way  on  the  lame 
Day,  and  on  the  zzd  in  the  Aittrnoon  «as  before 
Ked  Bank  :  Colonel  Donop  immediately  made  the 
bell  Difpofition,  and  led  on  the  Troeps  in  the  molt 
gallan;  Manner  to  the  Allault.  They  earned  an  ex- 
tenfive  Oatwoik,  from  whence  the  Enemy  weie 
driven  into  an  interior  Intrcnchment,  which  could 
not  be  forced  without  Ladders,  being  Eif;ht  or  Nine 
Keet  high,  with  a  I'arapet  boarded  and  fiaized.  The 
D.-tachment  in  moving  up  and  returning  fro;n  the 
^tt^ick  was  much  galled  by  the  Enemy's  Galiies  and 
floating  Batteries. 

Colonel  Donop  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Minninge- 
rode  being  bo.h  wounded,  the  Command  devolved 
unon  Lieu  enant  Colonel  Linfing,  who  after  colleit- 
ing  all  the  wounded  thit  could  be  orough.  oft,  m.irchcd 
that  Niohta.oat  Five  Miles  to  vards  Cooper's  Fecry, 
and  on  the  folio  ving  Morning  returned  with  the  De- 
tachment to  Csnip. 

Colonel  Dnnnp  unfortunately  had  his  Thigh  fo 
much  fraftured  by  a  Mufquet  B.ill,  that  !.e  could  not 
be  removed,  but  I  iince  ur.d  illand  there  are  ro...e 
Hopes  of  his  Recovery.  T  here  were  feveral  brave 
Olhcers  loll  upon  this  Occafinn,  in  which  the  utmotl 
Ardour  and  Coura^^e  were  difplayed  by  both  Officers 
and  Soldieis. 

On  the  23d  the  Augufta  in  coming  up  the  River 
with  fome  o;her  Ships  of  War,  to  enj^age  the  Enemy's 
Cillies  near  the  Fort,  got  aground,  and  by  fome 
Accident  taking  Fire  in  the  Adirm,  was  unavoidably 
confuted  ;  but  I  do  not  hear  ihe  e  were  any  Lives 
Joil.  The  Merlin  Sloop  irUfc'-giOunded,  and  the  other 
Ships  being  obliged  to  remove  to  a  Dittance  from  the 
Exphifion  of  the  Augulls,  it  became  expedient  to 
evacuate  and  burn  her  alfo. 

Thefe  Difappoint.iients  however  will  not  prevent 
the  moll  vigorous  Meafures  being  purfued  ior  the 
R-idudlion  of  the  Fore,  which  will  ^iva  us  thePallage 
of  the  Rivar.

Way.  I  accoidlngly  landed  the  Troops,  attackej 
their  Batteries  drove  them  from  their  Works 
f.-ikcd  and  dtflroved  their  G^ns.

I  Nuricry  for  almoR  every  Villain  in  l-2ie  Country, 
I  I  judged  it  nccclfary  to  proceed  to  that  Town. 
On  our  Approach  tliey  were  drawn  up  with  Can- 
non, which  we  took  and  drove  them  out  of  tiie 
Place.  On  our  entering  the  Town  they  fired  from 
ihtir  Houfe-,  which  induced  me  to  reduce  the 
Pl.tce  to  Allies,  which  I  accardingly  did,  not  le.'iv- 
ing  a  Houfe.

TH  B.  Lords  Commifrir>ners  of  the  Admiralty 
will  be  inform.'d  by  my  l.ill  Letter  of  the 
28th  of  Augurt  of  the  Arrival  of  the  Meet  at  the 
Head  of  Chcfepeak  Bay,  an  1  the  Debaikation  of 
the  Army  the  25th  in  the  River  Elk. 

The  f^rovifions,  Military  Stores,  and  Baggage 
required  having  been  landed  under  the  Di;cilioii 
of  Captain  Duncan,  by  the  7th  oi  the  next  Month 
the  Aiiny  advanced  towards  the  Rebel  F'orces  af- 
fembled  near  Wilmington  on  the  tiide  of  the  De- 
laware. 

The  Enemy  confiding  in  the  Strength  of  their 
Situation,  and  waiting  the  Approuch  of  the  Armv, 
were  charged  the  i  ith  in  the  Evcningwith  fo  much 
Spirit,  that  notwithilanding  the  Advantages  of 
their  Poll,  they  were  quickly  forced  on  every  Part, 
and  retreated  ia  great  Confalion  towards  the  Town 
of  Philadelphia. 

When  this  Account  was  forwarded,  the  Lofs  iti 
either  Army  was  not  afcertained.  But  Twelve 
Pieces  of  Cannou  had  been  taken  in  the  Field  ; 
awd  the  Vidory  would  have  probabv  been  com- 
pleat,  but  for  the  great  Fatigue  of  the  King's 
Forces  in  a  long  and  difficult  March  round  by  tie 
Forks  of  the  Urandywine,  to  arrive  in  the  def- 
tined  Polition  for  the  Commencement  of  the  At- 
tack. 

Upon  Intelligence  of  this  Event  received  the 
13th,  Preparation  v/as  made  for  taking  the  f.ift 
favourable  Opportunity  to  move  ihe  Fleet  round 
to  a  proper  Anchorage  for  preferving  a  free  Com- 
munication with  the  Army  in  this  Puver. 

The  Progiefs  do.vn  the  Bay  was  confiderably 
retarded  by  the  State  of  the  Weather  and  Intri- 
cacy of  the  Navigation  which  did  not  admit  of 
continuing  under  Sail  duiing  th-e  Might,  where- 
fore though  quitting  the  lUk  the  14th,  the  Fleet 
could  not  put  to  Sea  from  the  Capes  of  Virginia 
until  the  23d  of  the  fame  Month.  I  then  pio- 
ceeded  forward  in  the  E.igle  with  the  Vigilant  and 
Ifis,  and  a  fmall  Divilion  of  the  Tranfporis  in 
which  fome  Articles  of  Provifions  and  Militaiy 
Stores,  likely  to  be  foonell  wanted  for  the  Army, 
had  been  for  that  Purpofe  eaibarked,  and  left  ttie 
Body  of  the  Fleet  to  be  condufled  by  Captain 
Gritfith  with  the  Rell  of  the  Ships  of    iVar. 

Having  had  \[:ry  tempciluoHs  Weather  of  fqiiie 
Duiation  to  the  Northward,  in  the  Padage  dov« 
Chef -poak  Bay,  the  Profpcifl  was  favourable  for  the 
fpeedv  Arrival  of  the  Fleet  in  the  Delaware. 

But  when  the  Two  Diviftons  (little  fcparated) 
were  advan*;d  within  a  few  LeRgufs  of  the  En- 
tfatice  of  the  River,  the  Wind  channcd  in  a  fudtjen 
Squall  from  the  Southward  in  tire  Evcuing  of  the

a.;;iinlt  ir,  I  was  unable  to  get  into  the  River  {fol- 
lowed a  j'e^tr  Da^s  afttr  by  the  firit  Convoy,  which 
1  liaii  left  in  the  Cnre  of  l.  aptjin  Cornwallis  when 
the  V.'cather  became  moic  il-ttled)  until  the  Evening 
ot  the  4di  Jnilant. 

I'ne  larger  Convoy  with  Captain  Griffith,  though 
Tnuch  more  difjcrfed,  arrived  between  (he  6th  and 
Sth  of  the  Month,  with  no  other  material  Accident 
except  the  Lois  of  the  I'ranlport  named  The  Father's 
Go-'d  Will,  which  having  fp:ung  a  Leak  when  no 
Aiiillaiice  could  be  given  during  tlie  bad  Weather, 
funk  at  c>ea,   but  the  Crew  were  la\cd. 

1  he  Ships  of  War  and  Tranfpurts  were  anchored 
"n  the  moil  convenient  Situations  in  the  Wellern 
sjhore  ffoiR  NewcalUe  down   towards   Rudy   Iflsiid. 

On  my  Arrival  o!f  Chelier  on  the  6th  Inltant, 
1  learnt  that  the  Rebel  Army,  fince  the  nth  cf  lall 
Month,  bad  always  been  retiring  with  Precipitation 
to  avoid  a  jjeneraJ  Aftion,  fometin.es  attempting 
Advant^i^es  by  Surprize;  but  the  King's  i  orcci 
maintaiiiiiig  their  ufual  Afcendaacy  on  ev;ry  Octa- 
Aon. 

The  General  was  in  PoflVlTion  of  Philadelphia, 
and  a  Frigate  of  32  Guns  named  the  Delaware,  at- 
tempted to  be  parted  above  the  Town,  had  been 
taken  by  the  Troops  which  were  firll  ported  there. 

Captain  Hammond  (who  wa^  returned  here  in  the 
Roebuck)  had  moved  up  the  River  with  the  Pearl, 
Camilla,  and  Liverpool,  as  the  Army  advanced. 

When  1  came  to  this  Station,  he  was  lying  with 
thofe  Frigates  eft  of  Billingpoit,  where  the  Rebels 
had  nearly  coinpleatfd  a  very  cxtenfive  Work  for 
defending  the  Approach  to  the  f.rit  double  Line  of 
funk  Frames  or  Chevaux  de  Frize,  which  ciofled 
the  navigable  Channel  in  that  I'art  of  the  River. 

The  General  having  a  few  Days  before  appointed 
a  flrong  Corps  of  Infantry  to  be  landed  on  the  Jerfey 
Shore,  to  diilodge  the  Enemy  from  that  Port,  they 
abandoned  it  at  his  Approach.  The  Front  to  the 
River  had  thereupon  been  dellroyed,  and  the  Troops 
that  Evening  withdrawn. 

A  Tri.ll  had  in   the  mean  Time  been  begun  for 
opening   a   PafTage    through   that    firit   Obrtrodtion, 
which  the   Enemy,  with  their    Fire  rafts,  Gallies, 
and  other  armed  Craft,  repeatedly  endeavoured  ta 
prevent  under  Cover  of  the  Night;  but  without  any  | 
niater'al    Injury  to  the  Frigates  :    And   a  fuiiicient  ; 
Channel  was  a:  length   (though  not  without  much 
DifTicuhy)   made  for  the  larger  Ships,  by    the  ad-  i 
\anced   Squadron  ;  the  ConduiS   of  which   was  on 
ev»'.-y  Occjfion  to  be  much  tpproved.

TJiC  remaining  Cbfiru-flions   to  an  uninterrupted  ' 
Coirmunication   with   the   Town  of   Philadelphia,  i 
for-uiled    of  an   inclofed    Work    ercfled    on    a    flat  | 
muddy  liland,  named   Fort  Ifiand,  a  little  Diliance 
below  the  Entrance  of  the  Schuylkill,  ftiengthened 
,by  Four  BIcckhoufes;  with  Two  floating  Batteries  ! 
'It  >>i:ie  Guns  cacli,  and  Twelve  or  Fourteen  Gal- 
.lies   mounting  heavy   Cannon,  belides   many  other 
aimed  Craft  of  lefler  Force,  and  fevcral  Fire-fhips. 
Oppofite  thereto,  on  ths  Eallern  Shore  at  Red  Bank, 
abov«   Man:o  Creek,    a  Rcdoub't  was   cenllrufted, 
under  v/hich  their  moveable  Water  Force  could  find 
P.-oteClio:i  occai'ional'.y. 

In  tlie  Eront  of  thefe  Defences,  to  the  Extent  of

It  was  intended  that  the  Vigilant  fhoulJ  pafs 
through  a  Shallow  and  very  confined  Channel  be- 
tween Hog  llljnd  (next  below  Fort  llland)  and  the 
I'enfilvania  Shore  ;  to  arrive  and  adl  upon  the  Rear 
and  lefs  deleiifible  Part  of  the  Work  ;  and  the 
Circumilanies  of  the  Na\igatio:i  not  admitting  of 
a  more  (eiious  Af.ai.k,  for  the  Reafons  before  nier- 
tioneil,  a  Divcrfion  w.;s  propoled  10  be  made  at 
the  fame  Time  by  the  advanced  Frigates,  togerht  r 
with  the  liis  tind  Augiiila,  in  the  Eallern  or  maiii 
Chanr»el  of  the  River,  as  well  for  engaging  the 
Auentiou  of  the  Enemy  at  Fort  Iflanu  and  iktc 
Redoubt,  as  to  rellrain  the  Motions  of  the  Galbes 
and  other  armed  Cratt  which  had  retired  under  the 
Works  at  Re.i  Bank,  when  they  difcovertd  the 
Danger  they  would  iie  expofed  to  in  their  former

The  Wind  continuing  from  the  Northward  feveral 
fuccefTive  Days,  the  \'ij;ilant  could  not  proceed  ac- 
cording to  her  Deilinat'on  at  the  T  inie  intended. 
The  Auguda,  Roebuck,  Liverpool  and  Pearl  were 
neverthelefs  ordered  above  the  firll  Line  of  Chevaux 
de  Frize  the  2  ;d  Inllant,  to  be  in  Rcadintfs  for 
fuch  Service  as  they  fliould  be  able  to  render  when 
the  Redoubt  fliould  be  attacked  ;  and  (  aptain 
Reynolds,  bc-ng  the  fenior  Ofjicer,  fuccedieJ  to 
the  Command  of  the  advanced  Squadron 

The  Detachment  of  t!ie  Army,  confiP.irg  of 
HefTian  Troops  under  Colf^ncl  Donop,  appointed 
to  attack  the  Redoubt,  crofTed  the  Delaware  oppo- 
flte  to  Piiiladelpliia  the  2lllJnrtant,  in  a  Dinlion 
of  Flat  Biats  which  Capt.dn  Clayion  conducted  in 
the  Night  bvFoit  Ifland  along  the  VVtltern  Shore 
for  that  Purpoie. 

The  Attack  of  the  Redoubt  being  obferved  to 
take  Plac.r  the  Evening  of  the  r2d,  jull  upon  the 
Clofe  of  Day,  Captain  Reynolds  immediately  flip- 
ped, and  advanced  with  the  Squadron,  (to  whieh 
the  Merlin  had  been  jointd)  as  fall  as  he  w.;s  able 
with  the  Flood,  to  fccond  the  Attempt  of  the  Troops, 
which  were  feen  to  be  very  warmly  engaged  :  But  the 
Change  in  the  natural  Coarle  of  the  River,  tauftd  by 
theOhllruftions  appearing  to  have  altered  the  Chan- 
nel, the  Augiillaand  Mtrlin  unfortunately  grounded 
fjme  Dilfance  beloA'  the  fecond  Line  of  Cheavau'C 
de  Frize  ;  and  the  frefh  Northerly  Wind,  which 
then  prevailed,  greatly  checking  the  Rifing  of  the 
Tide,  they  could  not  be  got  afloat  on  the  fubfequer.t 
Flood. 

The  Divcrfion  was  endeavotired  to  be  continued 
by  the  Frigates,  at  which  the  Fire  from  the  Enemy's 
Cjallies  was  chiefly  pointed  for  fome  Time.  But  ai 
the  Night  advanced,  the  Heffian  Detachment  ha- 
ving bccR  repulfed,  the  Firing  c  afed. 

'j'he  Rebels  difcoveting  the  State  of  the  Augnfia 
and  Mrrlin  in  the  Morning  of  the  2-;d,  renewed  the 
Fire  frotn  their  Gallics,  Works  and  Floating  Bat- 
teries. But  their  moveable  Farce  approaching  littlt- 
nearer  th'an  a  Rafld.im  Shot,  the  Injury  w.is  incor- 
fiderable  to  the  Ships  ;  and  by  the  Alertnefs  ai  d 
Spirit  of  the  Officers  and  Seamen  (of  the  IVanfport:. 
as  well  as  Ships  of  V/ar)  attending  in  the  Beats  of 
the  Fleet  on  this  Occafo  ,  f  ur  Fire-N'elch  diredcd 
againfl  the  Augulli,   wcie  Tent  without  EfFeft. 

The  ifis  was  at  tliis  Time  warping  through  be- 
tween the  lower  i^hevaux  de  Frize.  Empty  Tranf- 
ports  had  been  ordered  up  from  the  Fleet,  and 
other  Preparations  made  f ^  r  lightening  the  Au- 
j  gulla  ;  when  by  fome  Accident,  no  otherwili 
connedled  with  the  Circumllances  of  the  Ad.oa 
j  but  as  it  was  probably  caufcd  by  the  Wads  fro<n 
her  Guns,  tlie  Ship  tor.k  Fire  abaft,  and  it  f',/rcad 
with  fuch  Rapidity  that  all  Endeavours  to  extin- 
guifh  it  v^cre  ufed  in  vain.  The  Mi-n  were  iheic- 
upo«  taken  OJt,  except  a  very  fmall  Number  not 
yet  afcertained.  The  fecond  Lieutenant  Bal.iotk, 
the  Chaplain  ard  Gunner  appear  to  be  of  th.it 
Number.

WE  proceeded  up  the  River,  deihoying  a 
Number  of  Veffels  as  we  failed  along,  witlt- 
out  flopping  till  we  arrived  at  Efopus  Creek,  \ihire 
we  found  Two  Batteries  ;  One  of  Two  Gunf,  the 
other  of  Throe  Guns  ercfled,  and  an  armed  Galley 
at  the  Mouth  of  the  Cicek,  who  endeavoured  to 
prevent  our  pafling  by  their  Cannonade.  Geneiai 
Vaughan  was  of  Opinion  fuch  a  Force  fliould  cot 
be  left  behind.  It  was  determined  to  land  and 
deftroy  them,  and  immediately  executed,  without 
retarding;  our  proceeding  up  the  River.  The  Ge- 
neral marched  for  the  Town  and  fired  it.  The  Boats 
from  the  armed  VefTels  went  up  the  Creek,  burnt 
Two  Brigs,  I'cveral  large  Sloops  and  other  Craft, 
with  all  their  Apparatus  that  was  in  Store  upon  the 
Shore.  Lieutenant  Clark  of  the  Dcpcndance,  with 
Two  or  Three  others,  in  firing  the  Stores  were  bjown 
up,  but  we  flatter  ourfelves  not  d.ngeroijly.
